an extraordinary turn of affairs today ia 
he Thorn murder trial in Long Island 
3ity. Mrs. Augusta Nack, who waa in- 
dicted, together with hereratwbile para, 
mour, Martin Thorn, far tbe murder of 


former lover, William Guldeneuppe, 


or whom ehe deserted her legal hue* 
band, appeared in tbe role of a elate wit- 


igainet Thorn to the consternation 


Df the latter'e lawyers. 


As aoon na Martin Thorn arrived in 


he court room he wag informed by his 
ounsel of the action that Mrs. Nack 
would take and just for a moment his 
nee flushed and, with brows contracted 
and lipa compressed, he slio\vsil for the 
irst tiiiio since hia arrest that he v/ao in 
any way perturbed. 


lie BOOII regained lits composure, how- 


iver, and while ho lutmed forward und 
inoke to bis lawyers Mra. Nack entered 
,ho court room. Tho woman paseed 
close to Thorn ou her way to the district 
attorney's tabk1, but ebo avoids! look- 
up ut him. Thorn'n oyoii loll owed her 


KH Ehe walked around buck of the jury 


^ und tool; a emit in tho witueou chuir. 
For two hours and forty-live iniuutue 


aho remained thuro wli.lu she laid tho 
urriblo Htory of how ohe lured Gulden- 
uppo to bis death, und in tolling tho 
le she know lull wall that aliH \vt\a 
ringin^ her paramour to the oluutrii: 


chuir. Frequently their oyta met, but

was asked why elia bait conlofieod B!IO 
replied that ehu wished to clour hi;r cou- 
ECiunuo, and then burst into tears. 


But when lawyer Howe becau. hia 


croHB-examination he haudled liur nn- 
epuringly and innde her own up to such 
acta of preiueditatioti that the majority 
of tlioao ivlio hoard her aduiiasious tiaid 
that ebe waa the neater culprit, und 
nany of those who had 
previously 


evinced a decided antipathy to Thorn 
awerved around and pitied him. 


Thorn's lawyers have ducidod to put 


liitn on tbe etami when tho propar time 
!0inea, and they protniou tlmt when 
ie tells all he known the court and jury, 
aa well oa the spectators and road inn 
public, will bu treated to another eeuHH- 
.ion. 


Mrs. Nack'a redirect testimony was 


roflumed after recues, bat no evidence of 
mportance developed. 


Coroner Tuthill of New York was 


called to prove that tbe several portions 
of tho buraan body found ia the three 
bundles belonged to the name person, 
lie said the bonee had marks of a naw. 


During her examination Mrs. Nauk 


never mentioned a saw being used, 
neither did Gotba in 
hia report of 


Thorn's alleged confession to htm. 


Other witnesses were called whose 


testimony waa mainly on the line of 
identifying the body of Onldenauppe. 


Bernard Bonua. the owner of tho 


Woodside cottage, followed the bath at- 
tendants on the witness at and. He iden- 
tified Thorn and Mra. Nack as the two 
peraone who, representing themselves as 
Mr. and Mrs. Braun, hired the cottage 
from htm last June. 


Adjournment of the court for tho day 


was hastened by. the prostration of 
Juror Larson. He will probably be able 
to resume hia place in the jury box to- 
morrow. 


Mr. Howe, in (he course of an inter- 


view today, declared that Mra. Nack 
killed and cut up Guldonsuppu. 


"Walt," said Mr. How, "and I will 


put Thorn on tho witness Btand find he 
will tell the jury the truth—that it woa 
Mrs. Nack who killed Gnldenauppe and 
who cut him up in tho bath tub." 


Burinc rocoae District Attorney Alcott 


of New York made the following state- 
ment: 


If it were not for the legal require- 


ments that the confession of an accom- 
plice must be corroborated before it can 
10 to the jury I would adviao Mr. 
Young to cloan his case at onco, BO 
thoroughly am I convinced that ihe jury 
realizes that Mrs. Nack is telling the 
truth. Tho confession ia eound and true 
in every particular and amply corrobor- 
ated tho evidence winch we already 
have. 
All of the witnesses will bo 


called that we expected to use, so as to 
furnish tbe corroboration of an accom- 
pHce'fl testimony, which the law re- 
quires." 


There is scarcely any doubt as to tbo 


fate which awaits the barber, but aa yet 
tbe prosecution haa not stated what im- 
munity ehall be given to Mrs. Nack 
for the unlocked for ponitlon in which 
she placed herself today.

The Omuulmii prnmtar received c-nllcra

In the Shorelmm, but to all he «nve the 
replv that it would bo manifestly pre- 
mature at tills etit^u for him to discusa 
tho outlook on ttio luring eea question 
or onyotlicr eubjecia which concern the 
tJnitfld States tmd Canada. Ho and Sir 
Louis desired lirat to communicate with 
ihe seal experts of the United States and 
Jroat Britain before indication any 
conreo of action. 


He made it clear also that they would 


give their exclueivo attention to this 
subject until some 
conclusion 
was 


reached, and tlmt other queetions, Bitch 
as reciprocity, border immigration, etc., 
would not be referred to until the firat 
fuirpoaoof tho visit was accomplished. 


It was elated that the ofliciul purpose 


of tho visit wan to consider the Bering 
sea matter, and that future circum- 
stances would develop how far other 
queationa would bo opened to considera- 
tion. 
When the subject of reciprocity 


and border immigration was suggested 
to Sir Wilfred he diplomatically elated 
that for the present tbe Bering eoa mat- 
tor was the only one to which bo and bis 
associates were giving their attention. 


In accordance with the arrangement 


made this morning the experts repre. 
eenting tho three 
governments, the 


United States, Canada and England, 


imbled nt tliu etate department at 2 


p.m. 
There ware Messrs. Jordan, 


Thompson and MucCoun. In addition 
General Foster and Mr. Harnlin wero in 
attendance for tho United Stains and 
Sir Louis Davies for Canada. Sir Julian 
Pauncofote eont a note excusing himself 
from coming on account of illness. 


Tho meeting lasted fo? about an hour 


and the proceedings were mainly pre- 
liminary and designed to outline a plan 
of procedure. Mr. llamliu was elected 
chairman. It was ollicinlly stated that 
the proceedings wore secret in tho sense 
that nothing could bo given out for pub- 
lication before the ond of the delibera- 
tions. 


Another meeting will bo held at 1L 


o'clock tomorrow. The treaty which 
waa negotiated last week between the 
United Htates and Japan and Rueeia for 
the further protection of the Bc.ala was 
not referred to in today's moating, al- 
though its general provisions worn rnnde 
known to tho British delegatoH. Tho 
feature of tho treaty ia BP.id to he the 
abort time it is to continue in force, the 
limit being one year.

young medical student condemned to 
death for the murder of Blanche La- 
mont and Minnie Williams in thia city 
in April, 1S95, was brought over from 
San Quentin prison today and upon 
being taken before Judge Bahra shortly 
before noou, was sentenced to be hanged 
on Friday morning next. 


Cleanly shaven, with the exception of 


his mustache, which has been allowed to 
attain a luxurious growth during his so- 
journ in prison, attired in hia best Buit 
of clothes, over which he wore a fault- 
lessly fitting overcoat, light in color, 
Durrani made a conspicuous figure in 
the train and ferry boat. 


liis reappearance in nublic was the 


Bignal ior the gathering of crowd§. The 
eager press of the multitude to see this 
arch murderer, perhaps to speak with 
him. and the demonstrations along the 
line of his route showed that the inter- 
est of the people in his affaire waa in no 
way abated. 


At the city hall there were other 


crowds that impeded the progress of the 
party. They tilled the halls, and it wan 
with difficulty that they were beaten 
back by the ollicera on duty in tho corri- 
dors near the court room door. Dur

and E. W. Hedrick, 


For Attempting to Murder 


B. H. Boren. 


The Squaw Valley Stabbing Af- 


fray in Court—A Juror 


Disappears. 


The trial of W. 1*. Hedrick and eon, 


IS. AV, Hedrick, on a chargo ol assault 
•with iiitunt to commit murder, was be* 
gun before a jury in Judge Rialey'a court 
yesterday. The prosecution, couducted 
by Deputy District Attorney George W. 
Jones and W. 3X Grady, (iniahed itecaee 
in the afternoon, r.nd this morning tlie 
defense will be^in the introduction of 
testimony. T.'ie father and aon are rep- 
resented by Attorneys B. J. Hinds and 
E. S. Van Meter. 


The following wore selected to act on 


the jury in the cuee: Alex Noble, J. 
M. ROEO, H. B. Moon, W. F. Hite, M. 
J. Whitney, C. C. Puryear, P. W. Si ma, 
A. E. Shoemaker, Ji. M.Hague, J, 0. 
Herrinpton, jSeleou Ilolfe and S, T. 
"White. 


B, H. Boren, upon whom the defend- 


ants made the murderous assault, was 
the first witness called to the stand. The 
date of the fight in which he was the 
victim was July 18th. Mr. Boren testi- 
fied teat he had baen having trouble 
with the Hedricks for some time before 
that. They are neighbors in Squaw 
valley, and the witneae believed that 
the Hedrick baye were responsible for 
the disappearance of many things from 
his place. His hone' neats had been de- 
spoiled regnlRrly for BO mo time. 


The complaining witneee had told a 


number ui persona that whenever he 
ehould catch any of the Hedrick boye on 
Ills promises hu would kick them off hie 
ranch. Boren made these statements 
because he WAS satisfied that tlio lads 
were the thieves who wcro causing him 
eo mucliunnoynnco. 


On July 18th, the prosecuting witness 


testified, he WAS at hia burn saddling a 
horso prupariitor.v to ^oinji to a corral 
two miles uitilacit to wntur some hogs, 
•when the two defendants came ridlntr 
up. 
Hedtlck Sr. appeored to bo very 


angry, and at once aaknd the witness if 
ho had paid 1m would kick the boy a off 
hia place if thoy cumo theio. Boron ro- 
plied that he bsid ID ado that announce- 
ment and mount what ho said. An alter- 
cation ensued, dnrint: which tho witnuee 
fltftted thut he coneidcred himadf fully 
ablu to eiiiiiiniirily uject tho young meii. 


The words between tho two men be- 


cnuie very honied. 
Boron had his rifle 


with him, and Hod rick challenged him 
to 11 figlit, provided Umt h« would give 
tho wonpon toyouni; Iludrick. This tho 
witness refueud to do, and then started 
to ride away. 
] led rick applied a vile 


epithet to him, and Boron replied witli 
another. 


At this time Mru. <Jeorne Bella, who 


Hves with her 
husband nt 
Boren's 


plauo, came 
up. 
The 
witness had 


stopped when Iludrick began calliuKhiin 
nninee, and tho woman Bought to pre- 
vent them from 
lighting. 
She naked 


the witness to let her have his riflo, say- 
it)K that he mi^ht net himself into oed- 
ema trouble if lie used it. lie gave the 
jjun to her, and when he had done BO tho 
elder Hedrick came running up with a 
knife nod attacked him. 
lie stood be- 


hind Mrs. Belts, and reaching over her 
euoulder otabbutt the witness first in tho 
arm and then twice in the back. 
Tho 


blade of the knife used wan four inches 
in length, and the weilder thtuet it 
straight in, not doln^ any slashing. The 
wounda were deep and dangerous, and 
for aome time afterwards the life of the 
witness was despaired of. 


After Hedrick had Blabbed him tl) 


times the witneae grappled with him, 
eraepinir the wriet of tho hand holding 
the knife, and they fell to the ground. 
Mrs. Belts again interfered and wrested 
the knife from Uedrick'a grasp. She 
Btill hnd the riile, and 
ynun 17 Hedrick 


camo up and took it from her. Tho two 
men were still struggling on tho ground, 
and the son ran up to them and struck 
his father's adversary twice in the back 
with tho barrel of the weapon, breaking 
three of Boron's ribs. 


The witness was very weak by thu 


time and Rave up the fight, calling out 
that hia ribs wore 
broken, and the 


Hedricka lot him np. 


Mrs. Bolts testified regarding her par- 


ticipation in Ibo affrny, her atory agree- 
ing with that of the complaining wit- 
ness. H. M. H. KaarsborR eaw Boron 
shortly after ho was injured and de- 
ecribed tho wounds to the jury. 


This closed the case for the proaecu- 


tion, and Judge Rialey declared a recess 
of five minutes. 


When court reconvened it was found 


that ono of the jurors, S. T. White, was 
missing. The bailiff was instructed to 
call him, but there was no response 
Several messengers wore then emit oul 
to hunt the juror, but ho could not bo 
found. He had told no one where he 
was going. Tho court waited lill after 
•4 o'clock but Mr. White did not turnup 
and an adjournment woa then taken til 
this morning. 


Mr. White ia an old irentlemnn and 


somewhat hard of iiearinir. It is be 
Moved that he misinterpreted Judge 
Kialey'a order of a rccfias for an adjourn- 
ment till today, and that ho left tho 
court house under this impression.

A Train 
Killed Her 


Husband. 


Tho trial of Mary A. Frooland't, suit 


against the Southern Pacific Company 
for $2-5,000 damages was begun in Judge 
Webb's department yesterday.

plaintiff ie tne widow of Jamoe Free- 
land, who was struck by u train of the 
defendant and killed at Selnia on July 
-'G, I89(i, arid it is the loss of her hus- 
band on which she bases her action for 
damages. 


Freeland was a farmer living near 


!elmR, and on the moruiug he was 
:illed ho drovo to town with a neighbor 
named William Wilson to have the tirea 
on bia wagon wheels set. As they 
neared the railroad crossing their view 
of on approaching psioeeuger train was 
obstructed by intervening bulldiuga, and 
tue farmers drove upon the track un- 
mindful of their danger. 


The result was that Mr. Freeland was 


killed, not seeing Ihe locomotive until it 
wan loo late to jump out of harm's way. 


Wileon miraculously eacapod injury. 


Ho was the first witness yesterday, and 
related the details of the fatality to the 
jury. Hu testified Ibat no warning was 
Bounded by the engineer while approach- 
ing the crossing, and that neither he nor 
Freolaud could toil that the train was 
coming. Had the whistle been blown 
or the bell rung on the locomotive the 
accident would not have occurred.

On Tuesday last a new and lower eya- 


lem of insurance-rates for the city of 
Freano went into effect, Tho reel net ion 
is comparatively ft large cue from the 
Bchedolethat had been la foroa for some 


Die. 
In the bueioeao portion the decrease 


ratines from 10 to 20 per cent, while in 
theoutar residence district aud within 
ihe limits of the municipality the re- 
duction is from 25 to 40 per cent. The 
additions do not benefit by the new 
schedule. 


The new eyatem of rates wag prepared 


at the instance of the local organization 
of insurance agents by the Pacific Board 
of Underwriters. Oa Atmupt lOtu laet 
surveyors began the work o( ro-ratinn 
the city, and they finished tlioir labors 
aboutO^tober 1st. 


A new specially rated district was 


formed, taking in the business blocks 
and a large part of the roeidoacu por- 
tion. The surveyors examined every 
building with regard to valuo, risk, etc., 
nnd prepared a book giving the rato for 
each one. Approximately the reduc- 
tions on these amount to from 10 to 20 
per cent. 


The following describes the boundary 


of this district: "ComiuenuiiiE; at tlie 
intersection of the centerlineof II street 
aud Sauta Clara avenue, thmicu north- 
erly along center line of Santa Clara 
avenue to P street, thence westerly along 
center line of P to Kern street, northerly 
along center line of Kern to Q, street, 
westerly along center line ol Q to Silvia 
street, west along south line of Silvia 
street and said south line extended to ita 
intoreuution with the center line of Ama- 
tlor street, southerly along cuntnr HUH of 
/Vinador street to the center liue of II 
street, easterly along center lino of 11 
to point of bcKinniiig."
